AVING in yesterday’s Irish Times out- 

H lined the positions of three proposed 
new Liffey bridges, and submitted 
“reasons why the provision of a “rise and fall’’ 
crossing between Guild street and Cardiff lane 
should be regarded as an urgently necessary 
means of relieving traffic congestion in central 


. areas, we may now usefully -consider .the 


erits of the central highway project which 
s propounded twenty-five years ago in the 


irish Times, and which is now the subject of 
consultations between the Corporation and 
the Port and Docks Board. 

\s originally explained, the scheme was 
commended as a means by which to achieve 
two distinct, though closely related, purposes. 
As a tratfic expedient it was commended as 
a means by which relief could be given to 


congestion at the College Green “‘ bottle 
neck."". As a method by which advancing 
processes of decay might be arrested in 
the central areas which surround the Metal 
Bridge on both sides of the Liffey the 
merits of the base made such a strong 
appeal - to public representatives and com- 
mercial interests as to bring about the forma- 
tion of a representative North City Improve- 


inent Association, which continued for several 


years to press for the progress of the /rish 
Timea scheme. 


DILAPIDATED AREAS 


In this contribution it is proposed to lay 
stress upon the economric—t.e., the rate-yield- 
ing—aspects of. the scheme, rather than upon 
its advantages from purely traffic standpoints. 
For reasons with which students of the last 
century & history of changes in the structure 
of Dublin are familiar; the eastwards drift 
of the city—removing the commercial centre 
of gravity from Capel street to O’Connell 
street—has left behind what may be described 
as a parallelogram of narrow streets, lane-

bounded by Henry street, O’Connell street, 
Dame street and Capel street. With the 
growth of motor transport and the need for 
parking facilities, the relative decay of many 
portions of the area go described during the 
jJast twenty-five years has tended rather to 
increase than to be reversed. Whether

TENTATIVE SUGGESTIONS 


It should be needless to say that the 
accompanying sketch plans and elevation to 
Dame street represent nothing more than 
a suggestions as to how the areas 
might be treated. Their only ‘“‘sanctions ”’ 
are the volume of public support which was 
iven to somewhat similar plans prepared 
y Mr. George L. O'Connor, FRIAL. 25 
years ago, together with subsequent studies 
of the highway scheme and its possible 
alternatives. , 
Among many possible criticisms and 
objections to the scheme now outlined two 
may be safely anticipated. The conventional 
outcry against excessive capital outlays 
(slam clearance must absorb every available 
pound, and so on) will certainly be heard! 
and vigorous opposition will probably be 
offered to proposals which involve the 
levelling and reconstruction of the century- 
old Commercial Buildings. 
So far as space will permit it may, there- 
fore, be well, in the briefest possible cate- 
gorical form, to set out answers to such 
objections as follows :— 
(1) The provision of a vehicular crossing to 
replace the Metal Bridge is an admitted and 
urgent necessity. 
(2) The City Manager agrees, but points 
out that such a bridge without adequate 
street approaches would represent a useless 
expenditure. 
(3) The proposed ronte through the Com- 
mercial Bmldings, and through many some- 
what derelict properties which lie between 
Cone street ae the Metal Bridge, would in- 
volve the least possible disturbance of busi- 
ness interests; and, therefore, the lowest 
possible outlays on frontage acquisitions. 
(4) As to necessary street approaches on 
the northern side of the proposed new bridge, 
no serious alternative has been proposed to 
tne widenin; of Upper and Lower Liffey 
street, thus ro commodious approaches 
—via Middle Abbey street to O'Connell 
street, to Mary street, and thence through 
Denmark street and other streets to the 
Bolton street at Parnell street, and to the 
Broadstone, Phibsborough and Drumcondra 
areas generally. 
If these general arguments in favour of 
the suggested route be accepted, two major 
uestions remain for answers. First, should 


the Metal Bridge remain? secondly, if it is 
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The route of the Central Highway is delineated by heavy black lines. 
The ** cross-hatched " sections indicate built-up frontages required for 
new street surfaces. i Ciana " 
The present Commercial Buildings and some of their adjoining build- 
ings would be replaced by a great new pile of buildings which would 
provide for many new shop frontages with suites of offices overhead. 

It is further proposed that a public garage should be constructed to 
the south and east of the Central Telephone Exchange, which would 
remain intact, with its principal frontage on the new Central Highway. 
The garage would have entrances—through new s and office frontages 
—from the Central Highway, Cope street and Temple Bar. 

To provide for further central car-parking needs, it is suggested also 
Liffey on both northern and southern quaysides from O'Connell Bridge 
to Grattan Bridge.

RUSSIA’S PLANS 


Electricity production, as can be expected, 
lays an important part in Russia's Five- 
ear-Plans. To quote one instance, the 
Soviet authorities have brought to the 
Dneiper River Valley the same pe 
that France has brought to iver 
Romanche. A huge hydro-electric scheme 
not only provides irrigation for the agri- 
cultural community which has been set up 


date electric machinery and apparatus neces- 
sary for the farmers’ labour. ention must 
also be made of a great system of hydro- 
electric stations now being constructed on the 
banks of the Boz-Su Canal. 

Sweden has doubled her production of 
electrical energy in the last six years. Her 
authorities estimate that her production in 
twenty years’ time will reach the colossal 
figure of ten and a half thousand million 
units. Even then they report nonchalantly 
she will only have utilised one-third of her 


resources, | 

In New Zealand, the Waitaki hydro-electric , 
scheme has just been completed, and will 
augment existing schemes. 7 

The Irish Free State has more than doubled 
her output of electricity in the last five 
years—and so it goes on. There is no 
country which is not feeling the electrifying 
touch of the dynamo. 

Britain’s golden age is predicted in 1946, 
when every home in the country will be 
served by electricity. By that time the gene 
ration of the unit should be so cheap that the 
poorest folk will have. warm, well-lghted, 
jabour-saving houses.

The two new £7,000,000 battleships, shortly 


to be laid down, are to be named King George 
V. and the Prince of Wales. This announce- 
ment was made last night by Sir Samuel 


Hoare, First Lord of the Admiralty, at the 
annual dinner of the Navy League in London. 
** It will, I believe, a great satisfac- 
tion to the whole Navy, and indeed to the 
country and the Empire,” said Sir Samuel, 
“‘that the King has decided that the two new 
battleships should bear the names of Ki 
George V. and the Prince of Wales. In 
naming one of the shi after a rcctently 
deceased Sovereign His Maieste is creating 4 
new precedent, for it so mr that, while 
ships have often been named after the reign- 
ing Sovereign, they have never been named 
after a recently deceaséd Sovereign.

He created an Order known as The 
Liberators. and Lord Cloncurry became 
the first Grand Master, while it was also 
intended to have a Chancellor and 
Primate. There were two grades—Knights 
Companion and Knights Grand Cross. 
Two outstanding acts of service to the 
nation were required for the first; three 
for the second. O'Connell claimed the 
rank of Knight Grand Cross for long 
service, for having established the Catholic 
Association and for having created the 
Catholic Rent. 

Had he won Repeal he might have per 
etuated the Order—and now that Repeal! 
is won, perhaps the President, who has a 
finir for the picturesque, may yet create 
some such distinction of a public nature?

Pheasant and Sweetbreads 


Pheasant and sweetbreads are two eat- 
ables which, to my mind, do not receive 
culinary justice in Dublin... From the 
cradle to the grave you are offered—always 
provided you are financially fit—plain 
roast pheasant, hard and dry, with in- 


' sipid liquid bread sauce. 


Pheasant should really be larded, but 
to be a supreme dish it should be boiled 
and served with oyster sauce. First rub it 
with lemon, and put it to boil in vegetable 
stock, to which a piece of ham should also 
be added. When rescuing it from. its boil- 
ing see that the task is done without the 
aid of that wicked long fork which I have 
often observed cooks prodding into joints, 
and thus allowing all the good juices to 
escape. . 

Carlingford blue points will do for the 
oyster sauce, and, af that is not a dish 
“to bet upon,” as @ racing man would 
say, then you are not a connois:eur. 

On the matter of sweetbreads I have 
to complain that the Dublin method of 
braising. @ Sweetbread is vandalism. 
Nobody ever seems to have heard of sweet- 
breads fried in breadcrumbs, and served 
with tomato sauce.

STAMPS OF THE WEEK | 
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‘ROYAL SOCIETY OF 
ANTIQUARIES 


ST. MOLAISE’S HOUSE AT 
DEVENISH 


St. Molaise’s House at Devenish, County 
Fermanagh, and its sculptured stones formed 
the subject of a lecture, with lantern slides, 
by Lady Dorothy Lowry-Corry at last even- 
ings meeting of the Royal Society of 
Antiquaries, which was held at 63 Merrion 
square, Dublin. 

The lecturer said that it was certain that 
St. Molaise’s House was an oratory of the 
type of St. Columba’s House at Kells and 
St. Flanman’s Oratory at Killaloe. Like 
them, and St. Kevin's Kitchen at Glenda- 
lough, it had a chapel with a vaulted roof 
on the ground floor, and an overcroft between 
the vault and the steep-pitched stone roof 
above. It had also a door with a square 
lintelled opening, surrounded by an architrave 
outside and with a round-headed opening in- 
side, which must have closely resembled the 
door of Banagher Church, Co. Derry. ~ Its 
carved corner pilasters linked it with a group 
of churches with carved corner pillars, of 
which that at Temple na Hoe, Ardfert, was 
a notable example. The bases of two of 
these pilasters were carved with a design of 
palmettes and scrolled bands. On the other 
two were interlaced patterns. The shafts of 
the pilasters were divided into triple pillars. 
The one capital stone which survived was 
curved with interlaced and curvilinear de- 
signs; and it, was now built into the walls of 
the oratory, which stood now only some three 
to six feet in height. 

Mr. H. G. Leask showed lantern slides of 
various antiquities, such as the Megalith 
known as the. Hag’s Bed in County Cork, 
excavated in 1934; Irish medieval figure 
carvings from the thirteenth to the sixteenth 
century, and some recent photographs of 
Irish castles. ,

on graduating took a First Class Res ency, 
He was called to the Bar in 1882, and took 
silk in 1899, becoming a Bencher of the 
King’s Inn in 1905. As an advocate he was 
incisive and forcisie, and had for many yea's 
past been one of the acknowledged leaders 


of the leading cases in the Courts since the 
beginning of this century. For a man of his 
outstanding gifts he was unique, in that, by 
reason oí his seniority, he was left to become 
Father of the Bar. He was working up to 
the end, and only on Monday last was en- 
gaged in his professional pursuits in the 
Courts. 

In politics he was always a convinced 
Unionist. At the time of the Convention in 
1918, although in a minority of four on the 
Executive Committee of the Irish Unionist 
Alliance, he started a public movement to 
prove that the action of Lord Midleton and 
the Alliance delegates, in supporting the 
measure of Home Rule embodied in the Con- 
vention Report, did not reflect, the views of 
Southern Unionists as represented by the 
General Council of the Alliance—a fact which 
was ultimately established by the overwhelm- 
ing vote of the General Council, apart from 
the Northern delegates. . i 

He contested Trinity College at the general 
election of 1918, when Mr. A. W. Samuels, 
K.C., and Sir Robert Woods were elected. 
He was, however, pees gue in 1919, re- 
turned unopposed on the elevation of the 


former to the Bench, and, as later events 
roved, he was the last member for Dublin 

Jniversity to be elected to the Imperial Par- 
liament. 

His somewhat gruff manner could not con- 
ceal his transparent simplicity and upright- 
ness of character. He was impatient of any- 
thing that was not straight. It was but 
characteristic of him that during the Coalition 
régime he refused to consider the proffered 
opportunity of becoming a law officer of the 
Crown, because it involved supporting an 
Irish policy with which he could not con- 
scientiously agree. It was this characteristic 
which more than any other won for him the 
warm affection of his friends and the respect 
of all with whom he came in contact. 

Mr. Jellett is survived by his widow and 
four daughters— Miss Mainie Jellett and Miss 
Bay Jellett, both well known in artistic 
and musical circles, and Mrs. Phillips and 
Mrs. J. Purser. 


TRIBUTES

tragedy. Our colleague, William Jellett, 
died suddenly last night. He was with us 
in this Court yesterday, obviously ill, but 
showing until the very moment he ieft us the 
virile and indomitable spirit which was the 
admiration of us all. For fifty-four years he 
had upheld in a marked manner the highest 
traditions of our Bar. His upright character, 
his stern adherence at all times to his own 
conscientious view, his reasonablness with his 
opponents, and his sturdy and able advocacy 
have all contributed to leave a memory to be 
treasured by us all. ; 

“These high qualities made him a fitting 
Father of the Rar. In this profession he 
will be sadly missed, not only by those of us 
who have been his friends, but those who 
so freely sought his services. e tender to 
his family our deepest sympathy.”’ 

Mr. Frank FitzGibbon, K.C., who was 
leading counsel for the defendants in the 
action at hearing, said > “On behalf of my 
brethren of the Bar, I thank your MEN 
for the words which you have spoken, and 
would ask your lordship to allow me to say 
upon their behalf and my own, how deeply 
we, with your lordship, feel the grief at the 
news of the unexpected death ot Mr. Jellett.

APTAIN Arthur Leonard Palmer, of 


Bower Hinton Farm, Martock, . 
set, accused of attemp to evade

land, appeared at the London Mansion 
House ‘ ustices’ Room yesterday.

ALDERMAN’S DECISION

Sir Phene Neal said that the prosecution 
in the cases, other than these two, rested on 
inference Captain Palmer had made the 
case against himself rather stronger by the 
very unsatisfactory way. in which he had 
handled the matter.

Sir Phene Neal said—I will deal with 
Palmer on the basis that he was the tool of 
O’Donnell and of Col. Alexander, who for 
some reason connected with the Irish Free 
State bounty was desirous of getting these 
horses across from Ireland without disclosure 
of the fact that purchase was on behalf of 
the War Office, 

Sir Phene added—Whether Col. Alexander 
knew of the under-declaration of value and 
the resulting loss of Customs duty I do not 
know. I assume that if there weré evidence 
that he was a party to it he would be stand- 
ing beside Palmer as a defendant in these 
proceedings, but I am very clearly of the 
opinion that the whole transaction was|of a 
most unsatisfactory character, and one to 
which a person in Col. Alexander’s position 
should not have stooped.

WHAT NORTHERN . 
CENSUS DISCLOSED

In the Committee stage of the Census 
Bill, in the Northern Senate to-day, 
Viscount Charlemont, Leader of the 
House, said ‘that the legal position in Ire- 
land was that the minimum age for 
marriage was 14 for males and 12 for 
females; but, as Oriental customs were 
not encouraged, it could be taken for 
granted that marriage did not occur at 
those early ages. 

The last census disclosed one boy of 16 
married and 27 girls of that age. 

The matter arose from an inquiry by the 
Right Hon. Samuel Cunningham as to 
why an alteration had been made in the 
question on the census paper for the 
census in February next relating to the 
married state. Persons of 14 or over were 
now to state whether they were married, 
instead of 16 or over, as in the last census 

The reason the figure 16 was mentioned 
in the Act, said Lord Charlemont, was 
primarily for administrative convenience, 
as it was desired to utilise the same 
column in the householder’s return for 
obtaining particulars as to orphanhood of 
children under the age of 16. In the new 
bill the orphanhood inquiry was not being 
repeated.

Seven Irish lifeboat last 


February, stood by a ship in distress for the 
best part of three days in one of the most 
terrible hurricanes that ever swept the coast 
of Ireland, were to-day honoured, in their

don on May 6th last, but to-day’s cere- 
mony was the recognition, on Irish soil, of 
the bravery of the crew, one of whom, 
Coxwain Sliney, had been awarded the V.C. 
of the lifeboat service—the gold medal of the 
institution. The other members of the crew 
were Second Coxwain John LL. Walsh, motor 


mechanic; Thomas Sliney (the coxwain’s 
brother), Michael ©. Walsh, Thomas F. 
Walsh, John 8. Sliney; and W. Sliney (the 


coxwain’s son), ; 

The attendance included the Rev. Father 
John O’Shea, P.P., Ballyporeen, Co. Tip- 
erary, who 25 years ago took part in a 
eroic rescue at Ardmore, for which he 
gained the distinction of being the first Irish- 
man to be awarded the gold medal of the 
Royal National Lifeboat Institution. 


THE NIGHT OF TERROR 


The Chairman (Mr. Brooke Brasier), in 
Opening the proceedings, reviewed the his- 
tory of the Ballycotton Branch of the Life. 
boat Institution. He said that it was one 
of the premier branches in the country, 
thanks to the efforts of the Secretary, the 
Treasurer and the Ladies’ Guild. Referring 
to ‘‘that awful night of terror and death, on 
February 10th, 1936, when many good ships 
went down,” he said that their hearts went 
out in. sorrow to the people of Youghal who 
had lost their relatives on board the good 
ship Nellie Fleming, which disappeared in 
that dreadful tempest. The crew of the Bally- 
cotton lifeboat on that night had braved 
death itself. in order to help their fellow- 
men in pee on the sea. 

Mr. Brasier then paid a tribute to the 
work of Mr. J. J. Horgan, solicitor, chair- 
man of the Cork Branch, and of Mr. H. P. 
F. Donegan, solicitor, hon, secretary of the 
Cork Branch, in the maintenance of the life- 
boat services from the executive end. 

Commander J. M. Upton (Inspector of Life- 
boats, Irish District) gave a short account of 
the rescue of the crew of the lightshin on the 
occasion now so famous. He said that the 
crew had waited for two and a half days 
before they could carry out the job of work 
which they set out to do, and this fact en 
hanced their feat, because they were then 
tobbed of their vitality by constant. exporure 
and loss of sleep. As an example of the deep 
impression that the rescue had made on the 
headquarters of the Royal National Lifeboat 
Institution, he mentioned that the report -on 
the matter had been circulated to every mem- 
ber of the Committee of Manageaent of the 
Institution—the first time to his knowledge 
that such a report had been circulated to all 
fifty-two members of the Committee of Man- 
agement. (Applause.) 


THE PRESENTATION 


The Most Rev. Dr. Roche (Bishop of 
Cloyne) said that when Father Thornhill 
told him a few months ago that it was the 
wish of the crew to have the medals presented 
to them by their bishop he took the wish of the 
crew asacommand, It isa great pleasure to me, 
he said, to be here with the members of the 
lifeboat crew, and, from what I have heard, 
I believe that the record of their bravery 
will live for ever in the annals of the Royal 
National Lifeboat Institution, These men, 
he continued, had gone out ready to risk 
their lives in the cause of helping others in 
danger, and'he thought that this was a great 
example of Christian charity and bravery. I 
am proud, he concluded, to know that seven 
members of my flock have behaved with 
such conspicuous bravery. The medals I am 
about to present Will be handed down to their 
families, but I am sure that the reward 
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planned for them by providence will be the 
greatest award they could receive. ! 

Dr. Roche then presented the medals to 
the crew, and also presented a framed picture 
of the local branch of the Ladies’ Lifeboat 
Guild, and a record of thanks to Mrs. M. L. 
Blake of the Ladies’ Guild. 

Mr. T. L. M. Fuge (Organising Secretary 
of the Institution in Ireland), having given 
a short appreciation of the branche’s work,

The 
Abyssinian war and the consequent 
abandonment of that unfortunate country 
by the League of Nations, the Spanish 
rebellion, the re-armament programme, 
the large-scale attempts to relieve unem- 
ployment at home, and the Government’s 
almost imperceptible change from a 
“National” to a “Conservative” hue— 


to judge until they have been tested at the 
polls. The result of the Erdington by- 
election should tend to encourage the 
Government in its present policy; for it 
was a comfortable victory for the Con- 
servative candidate. It is true that the 
seat had been held formerly by a Conserva- 
tive and that the margin of victory on 
this occasion was almost exactly the same 
as on the last, but even this negative 
result is significant. There is little 
doubt that a desperate struggle would 
have taken place for the seat if the 
election had been held only a few months 
ago; for there were signs then that the 
Government’s popularity was on the 
decline. Now the case is different. The 
defeated Labour candidate remarked after 
the election that “ the common people will 
overthrow the Tory Government if war 
comes”; but, in fact, the result seems to 
prove that they will support it even 
more strongly. The Government’s return 
to public favour is,due very largely to 
the fact that the public had become 
alarmed at their country’s comparative 
lack of defences in case of war, and the 
rather vague policy of the Labour Party 
has little chance against the vigorous 
policy of re-armament which is being 
pursued at the moment. So far as foreign 
policy is concerned, the average English- 
man remains insular—the merits of the 
rivals in Abyssinia or Spain donot matter 
so much to him as an assurance that his 
own country may be able to protect itself 
if threatened. The present Government 
seems to have reassured him on that 
point. 

The municipal elections will test the 
internal rather than the external policy of 
the British Government. In a campaign 
for a parliamentary seat it is the large 
national issues which are raised, but it is 
right that the boroughs, when they are 
electing their members, should be con- 
cerned with things that lie nearer to their

Purely local problems, and the personal 
appeal of the various candidates, count 
for so much that sometimes the most 
remarkable results can be obtained. On 
the whole, however, the municipal elec- 
tions can be trusted to give a fairly 
true reflection of public feeling, and the 
Government may be expected to watch 
them carefully for some hint as to the 
country’s opinion on the unemployment 
question. Here the attitude is not at all 
so clear as is the attitude on rearmament. 
The natural revival in trade has been 
stimulated by the prospect of more work 
in the shipyards and munition factories, 
and the Government itself has made great 
efforts to relieve distress in the worst 
areas. Yet there have been reminders— 
such as the march of the Jarrow workers 
to London—that unemployment still is 
acute in many parts of England, and more 
than one industrial town in the north has 


gotten its plight. Will this feeling find 
its expression at the polls, and, if so, to 
what extent? There are 83 county 
boroughs in England and Wales, exclud- 
ing London, and the main feature of the 
elections in recent years has been the 
steady advance of the Labour Party. 
Labour had majorities in 28 boroughs 
after the 1933 elections, but the total 
grew to 40 in the following year, and the 
present total is 43. This growth, which 
contrasts oddly with the Conservative 
swing in national politics, cannot be put 
down entirely to the apathy of the 
electors. It seems to show that the work- 
ing man, while supporting the Govern- 
ment on the larger issues, has been very 
much dissatisfied with its treatment of 
himself. The coming elections should tell 
the Government whether its efforts to 
provide work have been Vigorous enough, 
or whether there is a growing discontent 
which calls for further measures.

Czechosinvakia 


To-day the Republic of Czechoslovakia 
celebrates the eighteenth anniversary of its 
foundation. On October 28th, 1918, a full 
fortnight before the Armistice on the 
Western front, the Czechs and Slovaks de- 
clared their independence in the City of 
Prague, and without the shedding of a 
drop of blood the dream of Thomas 
Garrigue Masaryk was realised. A fter- 
wards there was a certain amount of 
trouble in Slovakia, where the. Czecho- 
slovaks were forced to wage a minor 
campaign against the Hungarians ; but the 
revolution was completed with virtually 
no cost in human life, and the new 
Republic settled down to work imme- 
diately. Yesterday King Carol of Rumania 
arrived in Czechoslovakia, where he pro- 
poses to spend a few days in the company 
of his son. He will attend the Army 
Manceuvres to-day as the guest of the 
Prague Government, and his visit has been 
interpreted as a proof of Rumania’s desire 
to bring about closer relations with the 
other member-States of the Little Entente, 
and consequently with France and Soviet 
Russia. Unhappily, there can be no doubt 
that King Carol’s visit to his Czechoslovak 
neighbours has more than a merely

A Death-Trap 


The Dublin County Council has accepted 
the offer of £12,000, which was made by 
the Department of Local Government for 
the widening of the Dublin to Bray road ; 
but it seems that there is some opposition 
to the proposal that the County Council 
shall make the sum up to the £20,000 
required for the completion of the scheme. 
Several members suggested that the £8,000 
could be put to better uses. This division 
of opinion is extremely unfortunate ; for, 
while the reconstruction of the road is 
being discussed, every user of the road 
goes actually in fear of his life. In the 
whole twelve miles of this very busy high- 
way there are two short stretches that are 
in some small way adequate to bear a 
burden of fast traffic. The road is com- 
paratively good in surface and design from 
Donnybrook to Merrion avenue, and again 
for a very brief length’ after Cabinteely ; 
but with these two exceptions the Dublin- 
Bray road is, soberly speaking, a death- 
trap. It is narrow, and the steep camber 
that exists nearly everywhere “makes it 
highly perilous for two large vehicles to 
pass. At the majority of the more 
dangerous corners there are high walls or 
‘hedges which obscure completely all 
oncoming traffic; the frequent potholes 


anxiety to the driver of the “ baby ” type 
of motor car, and on a wet night there 


which increase the dazzle from headlamps 
to a point where safety can be found only 
in immobility. There are at least three 
different types of road surface—one of 
them ‘‘ non-skid,’’ another that tends to 
become slippery in rain, and a third 
whereon the most deeply threaded kind of 
motor tyre will skid as if on ice. This 
continually changing surface is a terrible 
danger, particularly during the winter 
months. Lastly, the surface of the road 
just outside’ the town of Bray would 
disgrace a country village, although some 
attempt now has been made to patch it 
up. We earnestly beg the County Council 
to find the £8,000 balance, so that the 
reconstruction scheme may be launched 
right away.

"[ BERE are grounds for hope that there 
_will be a complete change shortly in 
the viewpoint of Germany and Italy re- 
garding a new Locarno Conference. Herr 
Hitler and Signor Mussolini have hitherto 
somewhat hindered the calling of the meet- 
ing of the Great Powers to discuss the 
situation arising from Germany’s repudia- 
tion of the Locarno Treaty by the re- 
militarisation of the Rhineland, but the 
visit to Berlin of Count Ciano and the 
agreement reached there has induced the 
two dictators to take a new view, so that 
they may be able to take advantage of 
circumstances in connection with Spain: 
If this should be correct action on the part 
of Germany and Italy may be expected in 
the near future by a request to the Powers 
to arrauge a. speedy meeting. There is; 
however, one fly in the ointment. Italy 
wishes Polatid to be represented at the 
Conference, while the Germans are 
anxious that she should not be invited, as 
they wish to limit discussions exclusively 
to Western Europe. 


Non-Intervention 


The meeting of the Sub-Committee on 
Non-Intervention in Spain, which was to 
have been held to-day, was cancelled 
because no reply had been received from 
Russia. If the Sub-Committee had met jt 
was to have reviewed the explanation from 
the Soviet Government of a letter laid 
before the full Committee last week suv- 
gesting that the Spanish Government 
should be allowed to purchase arms. This 
letter also contained the announcement 
that Russia would not be bound by the 
agreement ‘‘to any greater extent than 
any of the remaining participants.’’ The 
Russian Ambassador, M. Maisky, was in- 
vited to ask his Government for further 
explanations, and these, it appears, have 
not been forthcoming, 


The Franc 


France in the near future will repay the 
credit of forty millions sterling “she 
borrowed in London last February, and as 
the money was taken in instalments the 
repayment may be made in the same 
manner. France, having re-aligned her 
currency, repayment of the credit will 
present no special difficulties. If she so 
desires gold can be ear-marked in the 
Bank of England’s favour, or arrange- 
ments can be made between the British 
and French authorities in regard to central 
bank balances, always assuming that the 
Bank of France has made anticipatory 
purchases of sterling. France recently had 
special need of sterling, but her exchange 
readily responded to control operations, 
and whenever the franc weakened inter- 
vention by the exchange funds in Paris 
and London quickly reeestablished the 
rate. This reveals that the franc can 
easily be maintained at its new. level. and 
after repayment of the credit the task will 
be much easier. 


Air Armaments 


The aviation disclosures of the past few 
days are likely to lose much of thein effect 
when a statement is made in the House of 
Commons on Thursday, as it may result in 
some marked changes in procedure at tha 
Air Ministry. The Government, fully 
conscious of the effect Lord Nuffield’s 
revelations have had in the country, are 
determined that no more time shall be lost 
in the manufacture of air armaments. In 
addition, it may be decided that Parlia- 
ment shall be informed more fully as to 
the Government programme. In political 
circles there is once again a desire that 
Mr. Churchill shouid invited to join 
the Government, as it is felt that, with his 
great driving power, the provision of tho 
necessary armaments could be greatly 
expedited. It is admitted at present that 


progress has not been all that could be 


desired, particularly as regards the air.

Representations ‘are being made to the 
Government with regard to the sale of 
imported eggs in this country, particularly 
with reference to the wording on show- 
cards or price tickets. It is urged that 
the marking of the country of origin on 
the eggshells is not sufficient, and that 
regulations should be introduced concern- 
ing the wording of the tickets when the 
eggs are offered for sale. It has been 
found that foreign eggs have been 
described merely as “ new-laid’’ on the 
show-cards, and efforts will be made to 
secure a definition of this vague term. 
Another matter which is to receive atten- 
tion is the sale of English preserved eggs, 
which, though tanaí "“ sterilised 
English,” are described on the show-cards 
merely as “ English eggs.”

WORK OF THE DUBLIN
